The primary reason for the allowance of claims 14-20 is the inclusion of the 
method of measuring a second supply voltage of said scanning unit at a second time, 
wherein said calculating said internal resistance is based on said supply voltage of said 
scanning unit measured at said first time, said second supply voltage and a current 
consumption of said defined load. It is this step found in each of the claims, as it is 
claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art 
of record, which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
